This is in response to the United States Patent and Trademark Office Action 
mailed April 07, 2003, which response is being made on or before May 07, 2003, and 
for which no extension fees are due.

Election/Restriction 

Claims 1 through 35 are pending in this case. The restriction under 35 USC 
121. The applicant has already elected Group I (claims 1-22) for examination at this 
time with traverse. The Examiner has further requested restriction according to 35 
U.S.C. 121 within group I to designate 1 of 75 viruses as a limit of the claims. The 
applicant has already restricted the claims to virus (1) ZYMV for purposes of 
examination. 

The Examiner has further requested restriction according to 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
one of five inventions (A-E) delimited by polynucleotide sequences. 
At this time Applicant elects: 

(A) cMyc; SEQ ID NO: 8-19 and 31 for purposes of Examination. 
Examiner's stipulation thfatupon allowance of linking claim 1, restriction requirements 
for 1-75 and A-E will be cancelled is noted by the applicant.
